JOHN L. WERDIN SAYS 
SON WAS MURDERED 


Father Utterly Disbelieves that His 
Son Would Take His 
Own Life 


DECLARES NOTE WAS A FORGERY 


Police and Coroner Still Believe that 
There is no Doubt that it 
Was Suicide 


Werdin, of Eden Valley, 
John L. 
father of Jerome L. Werdin, arrived in 
the city last night. 
Mr. Werdin does 
not believe that his son committed sui­ 
cide but believes that he was murdered 
and states that while he is a poor man 
he will give $100 reward for the arrest 
and conviction of the murderer. 
He 
will also appeal to the governor to offer 
a reward. 
Reasons for His Belief. 
Mr. Werdin bases his belief on the 
fact that his son was murdered on the 
utter absence of any reason for his 
taking his own life. 
The young man 
was one who never drank he says and 
Mr. Werdin believes that the bottle of 
whiskey was placed in his pocket by 
the murderer. 
He also believes that 
the note was a forgery. 
While there 
was a story around yesterday to the ef­ 
fect that he took a young lady to the 
dance Thanksgiving night and th at she 
left him and went home with another 
young man, this has proven false. 
He 
took a young lady there and took her 
home. 
Of course she does not wish 
her name mentioned in the m atter, but 
she states that he showed no signs of 
having been drinking. 
This does not 
agree with some reports that were in 
circulation yesterday, but is doubtless 
correct and adds even more to the mys­ 
tery surrounding the m atter. 
The theory of Mr. Werdin is that 
some enemy of his son was laying in 
wait for him at the elevator office and 
th at as soon as he entered the office he 
was shot from behind and then from 
the side of the head. 
The murderers, 
he believes then placed the note and the 
nearly emptied whiskey bottle in his 
overcoat pocket. 
Mr. Werdin states 
that he is strengthened in his belief 
that his son was a victim of foul play 
by the fact that Officers Hurley and 
Barney roused him at his hotel in the 
early hours of this morning and told 
him that they knew of two parties, 
who had made threats th at they would 
“ Get him, y e t.” 
Threat Clue Proves Worthless. 
Chief of Police McGivern was seen 
this forenoon regarding these threats. 
He stated that a short time ago W er­ 
din was a witness against a couple of 
parties who were up in the municipal 
court for assault and who afterwards, 
according to reports in 
circulation, 
threatened to get even with him. 
Mr. 
McGivern made an investigation this 
morning and found that the parties in 
question, who are employed at the 
shops, were both at work yesterday 
and could by no possib.lity have been at 
the elevator at that time, thus effectu­ 
ally disposing of this clue. 
Were More than Two Shots Firee? 
At least two persons heard the shots 


I fired which caused his death. John 
Cochran left his shop at 8:25 that morn­ 
ing to go to the Northern Pacific Sani­ 
tarium to shave the patients.
